Best M etho ds fo r Ite g iim e r i—» When

Probably one of tin* lx *st wavs «>f learn­ 
ing to swim is to go vtitli a com petent 
teacher in a boat in «J<x >p water, this sup­ 
porting the Ix x ly more buoyantly than 
that which is shallower, anti pn veniit.g 
the* constant tendency of beginners to 
touch bottom, which here is, of course. 
imjx issibU» . 
The teaclier should fasten a 
rope securely round the waist, or, 1 x *tt« r 
still, to a belt which can neither tighten 
nor slip down. 
Tin* rojx ? m ay lx * fast­ 
ened to a short jink*. 
Sujijjortcil in this 
m anner the pupil m ay take his proper 
position in the \vat.cr mid practice the 
.necessary motions, and tin* support of the 
rope m ay be gradually leaser:« . I until tin* 
pupil finds himself entirely .supported by 
the w ater. 
That is the first great lesson 
with which to inculcate tin* Ix rm ner. 
viz. that he cannot sink if he will but 
keep his body under the water, leaving 
only his m outh and nose ex cised. 
Hi 
body tln'ii is lighter than the w ater and 
he will lloat, but every ounce of flash he 
shows above w ater is equal to about a 
pound of lead in weighing him down. 
Corks and bladders are often used a - 
supports tor learners, but it is m uch better 
to begin w ithout them . 
Life preservers 
are of little use, as their b’dk is generally 
all around the chest, and they hind* 
v a 
free use of the arm s and imjwide tlie mo­ 
tion. 
Sw im m ing with a plank is i d a 
bad way. 
Tliose persons who plunge int.» th 1 
w ater w hen they are heated by ex ercise 
and rem ain in it unt il they arc benumbed 
witli the cold or ex haust themselves by 
very violent ex ertion are the most sub­ 
ject to attacks of cram p. 
The moment 
the sw im m er is seized by cram ps in the 
legs he m ust not suffer himself to 
feel 
alarm ed, but strike out the limb w ith ail 
his m ight, keeping the heel dow nw ard 
and draw ing the t« x *s as far upw ard as he 
can, although at tlit* tim e these move­ 
m ents g ive him great pain, lb* m ay also 
turn'on his Iiack and jerk the lim b into 
the air. though not so high as to throw 
himself out of his balance. 
Should these 
attem pts prove unsuccessful he m ust try 
to reach the shore w ith his hands, or at 
all events keep himself afloat until assist­ 
ance can be procured. 
If he cannot float 
on his hack lie may swim 
upright, keep­ 
ing his head above the surface 
by strik­ 
ing the w ater dow nw ard w ith his hands 
near the hips.—Chicago Inter Ocean. 


A Bird*» S trange A ntics. 
The co ck o f the ro ck is, next to tho 
,frane, the bird o f the western hemis­ 
phere no ted fo r the strangeness o f its 
evo lutio ns. 
When the breeding seaso n 
ljegins ten o r twenty o f the birds will 
fo rm a ring, facing inward. 
A small 
bird takes its place in tlie center and lo ­ 
gins to bo p abo ut, to ss its head, lift its 
wings, and go thro ugh all the strange 
mo vements po ssible, winch appear to lie 
watched with great interest by the rest. 
When the perfo rmer is tho ro ughly ex­ 
hausted he retires to the circle and an­ 
o ther bird enters tlie ring, and so o n. 
until all have been put thro ugh their 
paces, when the pairs pro bably make 
their selectio n. 
Often the birds are so 
exliausted after the dances that they can 
hardly fly, lying panting o n the ro cks.— 
Chicago News.

The anatom ical con­ 
struction of the um brella is peculiar, and 
the rib is ah im fiortant feature.

“ The best ribs arc im ported from Eng­ 
land. 
There arc tw o kinds, the solid and 
hollow. 
Um brellas are not m ade as good 
as form erly. 
Tlie handle is the chief 
thing noticed in buying, and n n« *at 
handle piece will sell for a good price 
an um brella that will fall to pi<*ces inside 
of tw o weeks. 
Tie* U*st articles are m an­ 
ufactured in Philadelphia nnd New York. 
The cheap gold-head« x l

good for our business. 
Unless they are 
ex ceptions to the general rule a few 
m onths (lnish« *s them nnd we are colled 
to m ake repairs. 
W ith the ribs the cover 
is an im portant part. 
W e furnish them 
from $1 to 
AT. 
An um brella can’t be so 
badly mangled but we can (ix it so long 
as there's a little something to build on. 
Part of irstick arid a few rilm are enough 
to give us our lx *aringa. ” —Indianapolis

ash wood; and it is said to euro serpents’ 
bites. 
Driving nails into oak trees is a 
toothache rem edy. 
W arts will disappear 
if rubbed with oaken cinders, the latter 
being tied in u package and dropped at 
the nearest cross roads. 
W ens arc* r;*- 
moved ¡»' stroked by the bands of the 
dead. 
The old Norso custom of slipping 
iron keys 1 x ?tween the clothing and skin 
to stop bleeding at tho nose is also found 
bert*.

In o ne o r two o f 
these the perso nal identity has been co m­ 
pletely lo st, so that o n reco very tlie vic­ 
tim lo st all remembrance o f name, family, 
friends, lo calities and mental acquisitio ns. 
They were in the co nditio n, so far as 
kno wledge o f any kind was co ncerned, 
o f the newjbo m child. 
In so fne o f these 
re-educatio n was successfully attempted 
and a new .memo ry fo rmed, but the o ld 
was never regained. 
In o thers, a larger 
number than o f tho se just mentio ned, the 
fo rgetfulness was o f o nly tempo rary du­ 
ratio n. 
After a few weeks o r mo nths all 
that was befo re kno wn was regained in 
an instant and the pro cess o f re-educatio n 
was no lo nger needed. There are numer­ 
o us instances o f the memo ry being lo st o f 
all that had o ccurred fo r ho urs, days, 
weeks, o r even mo nths, immediately pre­ 
ceding a serio us accident in which the 
brain had suffered co ncussio n. 
In these 
tlx* memo ry relative to everything up to 
a certain date befo re the accident remains 
intact o n reco vering co nscio usness.—

The shape is less trying on the patience, 
though a great m easure of the success 
depends upon care in this detail. If m ore 
than one false teoth is to be inserted, care 
m ust lx * taken th at they lx ? not perfectly 
uniform in size anil shape. Perfect regu­ 
larity even in natural teeth often causes 
suspicion am ong gossipy observers.—Al- 
bany Ex press.
